Both Queen I«abella 
and her august Consort are lavish in their 
expenditure, although in different ways.— 
The extravagance of the former arises in a 
jreat measure.from the sort of easy, reck- 
less good nature, which is one of her char- 
acteristics.andjfrom her ignorance of the val- 
ue of money. In this latter respect she is 
wonderfully unsophisticated. -When Senor 
de Los Heros assumed the Governorship of 
the Palace he found she was in the habit of 
receiving her money in bank notes, bundles 
of which she would give away almost on the 
first petition, apparently quite unawares of 
the large sums she was thus squandering, 
and without in the least considering wheth- 
er the notes were of 500 reals or of 5000. 
Senor Heros introduced the practice of giv- 
ing her money in specie, and then she would 
give a handful bl dollars where she had 
formerly given a handful of notes, seeming- 
ly unconscious that she was not doing quite 
as handsome a thing.
